While  many  men  and  women  were  responsible  for 
the  formation  of  the  United  States  Association  for 
Blind  Athletes  (USABA),  there  are  two  men  who 
have  excelled  initially  in  the  encouragement  and 
work  necessary  to  start  a  national  athletic  program 
for  the  blind  and  visually  impaired. 

Benjamin  H,  Lipton  and  Dr.  Charles  Buell  are 
those  two  men.  Their  contribution  to  athletics  for 
the  handicapped  are  many  and  noteworthy. 

Lipton  has  been  director  of  the  Joseph  Bulova 
School  of  Watchmaking  since  1957,  a  tuition-free 
school  founded  for  teaching  disabled  veterans  the 
trade  of  watchmaking  and  repair. 

He  was  also  a  pioneer  in  the  establishment  of 
athletic  competition  for  wheelchair  sports, 
launching  the  first  national  games  in  the  U.S.  in 
1957.  He  has  been  chairman  of  the  National 
Wheelchair  Athletic  Association  since  1958. 

Through  Lipton’s  invitation  and  urging,  a  contingent 
of  blind  athletes  from  the  United  States  participated 
in  the  1976  Toronto  Olympiad  for  the  Disabled. 

While  in  Toronto  Lipton  met  with  the  U.S.  team 
manager  and  coaches  and  discussed  the  future  of 
athletic  competition  for  the  blind  and  visually 
impaired  on  a  national  scale  and  provided  guidance 
in  the  formation  sessions  of  USABA. 

Last  summer  he  gave  USABA  international 
recognition  by  inviting  two  observers  to  the  Inter¬ 
national  Stoke  Mandeville  Games  in  England. 

Lipton’s  honors  include  the  Anderson  Award  from 


the  American  Alliance  for  Health,  Physical  Education 
and  Recreation  and  the  1962  “Man  of  the  Year” 
(non-paraplegic)  award  from  the  Paralyzed  Veterans 
of  America,  Inc. 

Buell  is  recognized  nationally  and  internationally 
as  a  leading  advocate  of  the  capabilities  of  visually 
impaired  individuals  in  physical  activities.  His 
contribution  through  writing,  lectures  and  demon¬ 
strations  started  long  before  the  creation  of  the 
USABA,  when  supporting  the  handicapped  was  not 
a  common  cause. 

In  1975,  when  the  opportunity  was  given  the 
United  States  to  send  its  first  team  of  blind  athletes 
to  the  Olympics  for  Physically  Disabled,  BueU  was 
asked  to  organize  the  team  and  manage  it. 

At  Toronto,  Buell,  Lipton  and  others  continued 
through  with  the  concept  of  a  national  organization 
for  blind  athletes,  setting  up  the  meeting  for  the 
fall  of  1976  in  Kansas  City,  where  USABA  became 
a  reality. 

During  his  career  as  an  educator,  Buell  also 
earned  the  Anderson  Award.  He  completed  his 
doctor’s  degree  at  the  University  of  California  and 
•  taught  nearly  40  years,  during  which  time  he  served 
as  Director  of  Athletics  at  the  California  School  for 
the  Blind  in  Berkeley. 

Although  legally  blind  and  retired,  he  continues 
to  lead  an  active  life  and  is  still  deeply  involved  with 
the  USABA  as  the  national  champion  of  the 
Association’s  Education  Committee.

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History  of  the  United  States  Association 
For  Blind  Athletes 


Most  sports  minded  persons  throughout  the  United 
States  are  aware  of  the  various  national,  even  inter¬ 
national  competitions,  that  frequent  the  American 
amateur  and  professional  athletic  scene  throughout 
the  year.  The  combined  sports  promoting  efforts  of 
various  news  media  make  the  names  of  various  college 
and  professional  teams,  as  well  as,  those  of  many  of 
their  respective  athletes  and  coaches  often  used 
household  words. 

Relatively  few  homes  failed  to  watch  one  of  the 
bowl  parades  and  its  companion  football  contest  on 
this  New  Year’s  day.  Still  fewer  homes  undoubtedly 
failed  to  follow  the  olympic  games  staged  in  Montreal. 
However,  how  many  persons  in  this  country  were 
even  more  aware  of  the  fact  that  within  one  week  of 
the  1976  Olympics  in  Montreal  the  second  largest 
athletic  event  in  the  world  also  took  place  in  Canada; 
the  1976  Olympiad  for  the  Physically  Disabled. 

Early  in  1975  the  International  Sports  Organization 
for  the  Disabled  (ISOD)  announced  that  the  1976 
Olympiad  for  the  Physically  Disabled  to  be  held  in 
Toronto,  Canada,  would  also  include  the  blind.  For 
the  very  first  time  since  the  inception  of  the  annual 
international  games  for  the  paralyzed  was  initiated 
at  Stoke  Mandeville,  England  in  1952,  the  competition 
would  include  approximately  600  amputees  and  blind 
as  well  as  1100  spinal  paralyzed  sportsmen  and  women 
representing  over  50  countries  from  all  over  the  world, 
making  it  truly  an  Olympiad  for  the  Physically 
Disabled. 

Dr.  Charles  Buell  of  California  was  contacted  by 
the  United  States  representative  to  the  International 
Sports  Organization  for  the  Disabled,  Mr.  Benjamin 
Lipton,  and  was  appointed  to  head  the  drive  for 
participation  of  United  States  blind  athletes  in  these 
games.  Letters  were  circulated  throughout  the  U.S. 
informing  various  interested  parties  of  the  invitation 
extended  to  our  country’s  blind.  By  early  1976,  a 
United  States  Olympic  Committee  for  the  Blind  had 
been  formed  to  organize  our  olympic  effort. 


Through  a  combined  process  of  selection  and 
trials,  27  young  men  and  women  represented  their 
country  in  the  1976  Olympiad.  Our  team  consisted 
of  12  track  and  field  and  swimming  athletes,  10 
wrestlers  and  5  distance  runners.  This  was  the  initial 
experience  for  our  blind  sportsmen  and  women  in 
international  competition.  They  represented  their 
country  well,  garnering  13  medals  throughout  the 
weeks  competition,  including  3  golds. 

Out  of  modest  beginnings  made  by  organizers, 
competitors  and  coaches  for  the  various  United  States 
blind  teams  at  Toronto  that  August  grew  the  realiza¬ 
tion  that  the  blind  in  this  country  needed  an  organiza¬ 
tion  whose  sole  purpose  was  to  promote  and  sponsor 
regional,  national  and  eventually  international  athletic 
opportunities  for  all  blind  citizens  each  year.

By  the 
end  of  the  meeting,  a  constitution  had  been  pains¬ 
takingly  hammered  out,  a  name  selected,  nominations 
made  and  a  board  elected;  the  United  States  Associa¬ 
tion  for  Blind  Athletes  (USABA)  had  become  a 
reality. 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  meeting  must  be 
credited  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Lipton,  President  of  the 
National  Wheelchair  Athletic  Association.  Throughout 
the  discussions  the  fledgling  Association  benefitted 
immensely  from  his  experience  garnered  from  the 
formation  of  and  the  growing  pains  of  the  NWAA  over 
the  past  two  decades,  thus  circumventing  a  tremendous 
loss  of  time  and  enabling  USABA  to  maintain  clearly 
its  initial  direction. 

The  major  purpose  of  USABA  is  to  develop  indivi¬ 
dual  independence  through  athletic  competition  with¬ 
out  unnecessary  restrictions;  to  provide  through 
competition  increased  opportunities  for  blind  athletes, 
like  others,  to  share  in  the  thrill  of  victory  as  well  as 
the  reality  of  defeat.  Thus  the  association  will  promote 
sports  for  the  blind  and  visually  impaired,  organize 
regional  and  national  competitions  and  work  with  other 
international  organizations  to  promote  good  will  and 
independence  through  friendly  competition  for  all 
visually  impaired  Americans. 

Subsequently,  USABA  decided  to  sponsor  its  first 
competitions  for  their  blind  constituents  during  1977. 
Western  Illinois  University  in  Macomb,  Illinois  was 
host  for  the  first  annual  competitions  for  men  and 
women  in  swimming,  track  and  field  and  wrestling  on 
March  30  —  April  2,  1977.  Over  200  athletes  from  24 
states  competed  in  the  first  National  Championships.

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Visual  Classifications  for  Competitors 

Athletes  will  be  classified  according  to  visual  acuity 
into  three  groups,  each  group  falling  within  the  para¬ 
meters  of  being  considered  legally  blind. 

CLASS  A  —  The  totally  blind,  those  possessing  light 
perception  only  but  having  no  visual  acuity  and/or 
those  with  three  degrees  or  less  in  visual  field. 

CLASS  B  —  Those  possessing  hand  movements  but 
with  a  visual  acuity  of  no  better  than  20/400  (6/120m) 
and/or  those  with  more  than  three  degrees  through 
10  degrees  in  visual  field. 

CLASS  C  —  Those  with  visual  acuity  from  20/400 
through  20/200  (6/60m)  and/or  those  with  more  than 
10  degrees  through  20  degrees  in  visual  field.

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About  Macomb,  Illinois 


The  city  of  Macomb  is  the  county  seat  of  govern¬ 
ment  for  McDonough  County,  both  names  coming 
from  heroes  of  the  War  of  1812.  General  Alexander 
Macomb  and  Commodore  McDonough  led  forces  that 
defeated  the  British  at  Lake  Champlain. 

The  whole  area  was  part  of  the  Military  Tract, 
grants  of  land  set  aside  for  those  who  volunteered 
for  service  in  the  War  of  1812. 

It  was  in  the  spring  of  1829  that  a  Baptist  Minister 
built  the  first  log  cabin  on  the  site  of  present  Macomb. 
The  structure  was  at  the  corner  of  the  present 
Jefferson  and  Johnson  Streets,  near  the  center  of 
McDonough  County. 

The  present  courthouse,  located  in  the  center  of 
Macomb,  is  the  third  one  to  be  built  at  different 
stages  of  the  county’s  history.  It  was  constructed 
in  1868  at  a  cost  of  $155,000. 

Education  began  in  Macomb  in  1834  in  a  one- 
room  school  and  Western  Illinois  University  was 
established  in  1899. 

Now  there  are  seven  elementary  schools,  a 
junior  and  senior  high  for  the  town’s  23,495 
residents. 

Its  largest  industries  are  Western,  Bower  Roller 
Bearing,  Haeger  Pottery,  McGraw-Edison,  King 
Seeley  Thermos. 

Some  of  its  largest  industries  are  Federal  Mogul 
Corporation,  McGraw-Edison  Co.  Power  Systems 
Division,  Haeger  Potteries,  Inc.,  King-Seeley  Ther¬ 
mos  Co.  and  numerous  agriculture  related 
businesses. 

Macomb  also  is  the  site  for  McDonough  District 
Hospital,  a  health  services  building  and  county 
nursing  home. 

Recreational  facilities  include  10  city  parks, 
three  golf  courses,  nine  tennis  courts,  five 
swimming  pools  and  a  new  YMCA. 

Macomb  is  also  the  home  of  attractive  and 
talented  women. 

The  reigning  1977  Miss  Illinois,  Nancy  Beatty, 
entered  the  state  pageant  as  Miss  Macomb.  The 
Western  Illinois  University  music  major  has  since 
moved  to  Chicago  to  start  a  professional  career. 


Nancy  was  not  the  first  Macomb  representative 
to  win  the  state  crown.  In  1972  another  WIU  music 
major  and  vocalist,  Carolyn  Pawlus  Donahue,  won  the 
state  pageant  and  earned  the  right  to  represent 
Illinois  in  the  nationally  televised  Miss  America 
Pageant  in  Atlantic  City,  N.J. 

Macomb  is  also  proud  of  native  son  Robert  “Red” 
Miller,  former  high  school  football  star,  WIU  football 
star  and  later  assistant  coach. 

After  serving  as  a  coaching  assistant  for  several 
National  Football  League  teams.  Miller  is  now  the 
head  coach  of  the  American  Conference  Denver 
Broncos,  the  AFC  champs  for  1977.

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About  Western  Illinois  University 


Western  was  established  on  April  24,  1899,  as 
Western  Illinois  State  Normal  School,  and  on  Sept. 
23,  1902,  opened  its  doors  as  a  state  institution 
of  higher  learning. 


To  date  the  campus  extends  over  1,050  acres  and 
houses  52  buildings.  The  university  also  owns  and 
operates  the  160  acre  Alice  Kibbe  Life  Science  Field 
Station  along  the  Mississippi  River,  the  Frank  J.  Horn 
Field  Campus  and  a  300  acre  farm  north  of  campus. 

The  Kibbe  field  campus  has  been  the  location  for 


research  and  study  of  eagles  while  the  farm  affords 
agriculture  students  an  opportunity  to  get  practical 
experience  in  their  education. 

The  university  contains  six  colleges  and  a  graduate 
school.  Programs  of  study  are  offered  in  business, 
education,  humanities,  fine  arts,  physical  education 
and  the  physical,  social  and  applied  sciences. 

The  completion  of  a  new  six-story  library  is  expected 
this  summer  with  occupancy  and  academic  use  for  the 
fall  of  1978.  The  complex  will  provide  for  more  than 
200,000  square  feet  of  space  for  one  million  volumes 
of  library  material  and  will  feature  the  latest  audio¬ 
visual  materials  and  art  and  science  exhibits. 

USABA’s  1978  championships  will  be  held  in 
Western  Hall,  the  men’s  physical  education  facility; 
Brophy  Hall,  the  women’s  physical  education 
building;  and  on  Hanson  Field,  WIU’s  outdoor 
track  and  football  stadium.

TANNER  CONFERENCE  CENTER 

In  the  fall  of  1911 ,  WIU  opened  half  of  Tanner  Hall 
as  a  conference  facility  for  the  western  Illinois  region. 
Organizations  that  meet  at  WIU  may  also  stay  on 
campus  with  the  housing  available  for  500  people. 

In  addition  to  the  US  ABA  championships,  the  facility 
will  be  used  by  athletes  at  the  NCAA  Division  II 
national  track  and  field  championships  in  May,  the 
Illinois  American  Legion  Boys  State  Convention 
and  the  Illinois  DeMolay  Convention  this  summer.  > 

BROPHY  HALL 

Swimming  events  for  the  1978  US  ABA  champion¬ 
ships  are  being  conducted  in  Brophy  Hall,  the  women’s 
physical  education  facility  at  Western.  The  structure 
was  opened  for  use  in  1973  and  is  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  top  facilities  of  its  kind  in  the  nation.  Its 
special  features  include  21  primary  and  nine  auxiliary 
teaching  stations,  an  all  tartan  gymnasium  surface  for 
instruction,  athletic  competition  and  intramurals,  a 
swimming  pool  providing  two  teaching  stations, 
events  measured  in  either  yards  or  meters,  a  research 
laboratory  for  physiological  stress  testing. 


WESTERN  HALL  A 

Western  Hall,  opened  in  1964,  is  a  multipurpose 
facility  that  houses  the  men’s  physical  education, 
intramural,  and  athletics  departments. 

The  auditorium  area  accommodates  8,500  spectators 
to  events  ranging  from  athletic  competition  to  rock 
concerts.  An  eight  lane,  220  yard  track  with  a  60  yard 
straight-away  circles  the  basketball  court  and  extends 


into  the  Smokerium  Annex.  Western  HaU  also  houses 
a  44’  X  75’  swimming  pool,  an  auxiliary  gymnasium 
72’  X  112’  equipped  for  gymnastics,  and  a  training 
room  complex. 

Improvements  and  additions  to  the  facilities  in 
recent  years  include  the  installation  of  tartan 
flooring  in  1974  and  five  collapsible  handball 
courts  in  1976.

Regardless  of  their  eventual  place  finish,  each  will 
remember,  cherish  and  be  inspired  in  the  years  ahead 
by  their  experience. 

Wrestling  drew  capacity  crowds  at  each  session  as 
athletes  vied  for  placings  in  each  of  the  12  weight 
classes.  The  competition  was  marked  by  34  pins,  with 
both  Briai^^ash,  a  slender  98  pounder  from  Kansas, 
and  a  lanky  blond  155  pounder  from  New 

Mexico,  securing  falls  in  all  three  rounds  to  win  their 
first  national  championships. 

Missy  Akins,  an  age-group  swimmer  from  Ten¬ 
nessee,  dominated  the  spotlight  in  swimming.  She 
captured  all  five  gold  medals  in  the  women’s  legally- 
blind/visually  impaired  competition.  !^ndy  Dunne  of 
Kansas,  David  Liggett  from  Kentucky^aySWmy  of 
Illinois  and  Jay  Marinan  from  Washington  repeatedly 
brought  the  crowds  to  their  feet  as  each  battled  for 
gold  medals. 

While  the  track  and  field  championship  by  its  very 
nature  had  the  greatest  number  of  entries,  medals  were 
shared  rather  evenly  by  some  70  athletes.  Beth  Krise 
of  Indiana  and  Donna  Brown  of  Pennsylvania  each 
won  or  placed  in  five  events  and  Winiford  Haynes 
from  New  Mexico  displayed  his  olympic  form  as  he 
won  gold  medals  in  the  60  meter  run,  long  jump  and 
pentathlon. 

Initial  reaction  by  all  in  attendance,  spectators  and 
athletes  ahke,  was  an  overwhelming  appreciation  for 
the  courage  and  prowess  of  all  the  competitors.  Yet 
in  the  last  analysis,  one  heard  a  common  theme  run 
throughout  the  athletes  at  the  close  of  the  banquet; 
thank  you  for  treating  us  as  athletes,  not  as  blind 
athletes. 

In  the  year  that  followed  the  first  national  champ¬ 
ionships,  the  USABA  added  goal  ball  as  a  team  sport 


to  its  initial  three  sports,  published  its  first  Athletic 
Handbook  with  the  rules  and  policies  to  govern  all  its 
sports  and  set  out  to  promote  a  larger  more 
diversified  representation  for  its  second  national 
championships. 

It  would  appear  at  the  moment  that  USABA  has 
three  great  needs;  those  of  manpower,  money  and 
ideas.  Anyone  interested  in  participating  in  any  capa¬ 
city  whatsoever  in  helping  to  organize  and/or  promote 
various  athletic  endeavors  for  the  blind,  please  contact 
the  USABA  National  Sports  Development  Committee 
Chairman.  There  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
qualified  medical  personnel  interested  in  both  sports 
medicine  and  the  visual  handicapped  to  serve  one  of 
three  committees;  Advisory,  National  and  International 
Sports  Development.  Coaches,  physical  educators, 
community  leaders  and/or  service  organizations,  for  that 
matter,  anyone  that  wants  to  help,  can  help  by  joining 
USABA. 

The  association  works  on  the  premise  that  the  blind 
are  human  beings  first  and  handicapped  second;  ability 
not  disability  is  what  counts.  Thus,  within  the  scope 
of  the  creativity,  the  imagination  and  the  resources  of 
its  members,  few  sports  endeavors  should  ever  be 
unavailable  to  the  blind.  Wherever  a  sport  can  be  safely 
participated  in,  provide  the  competitor  with  self- 
satisfaction,  while  at  the  same  time  promoting  an 
increased  knowledge  of  the  sport,  along  with  an 
improved  physical  well-being,  then  that  sport  activity 
has  a  place  under  the  USABA  umbrella.
